aster test, in other words they 
will live as they would, should the 
town face an attack, or disaster 
forcing the need for the under- 
ground shelter. 

Batcheller explains that the pro- 
gram is aimed at developing shel- 
ter managers for the town. 

He said there has been con- 
siderable apathy toward the shelter 
program and he hoped that through 
the April simulated test a more 
thorough under standing of the 
necessity of such a facility would 
be forthcoming. 

It is hoped that the shelter at 
the new public safety center on 
North Main street will be ready 
for use by that time, and the 
facility utilized for the test. 

If not available, then one of 
the town’s several shelter areas 
will be used. 

Batcheller, who participated in 
a similar. program earlier this 
year, is a believer in the simula- 
tion procedure. 

‘*I hope that I caninterest enough 
people to participate in such a 
program so that they can get the 
understanding and knowledge, and 
believe in it as much as I do,” 
the CD director said. 

Andover was selected by state 
officials for the program since 
it was classed as a model com- 
munity, with its availability of 
shelter areas. 

The volunteers will live on bis- 
cuits and water and will actually

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survive under emergency condi- 
tions. State CD officials will also 
participate. 

The area will be watched and 
examined from the outside, via 
closed circuit television. 

Batcheller will also be in the 
Shelter. . 

There- will be limited space 
allowed each individual during the 
three day test. 

Andover’s present program was 
looked upon as being exemplary 
by all the officials. 

It was noted that the town had 
shelter facilities, fully stocked to 
accomodate 23,000 people, or in 
essence enough to accomodate the 
entire population of the town. 

The stocked shelters are suf- 
ficient to last for two weeks, the 
time anticipated that such a fa- 
cility would be necessary. 

Stocked locations are in school 
buildings, other public buildings 
and the two academies.

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Editorial Comment 


Ecology 


The lethargic attitude of many Americans is best 
exemplified in the now sudden awareness of our environ- 
ment and its problems. _ 

For years, such patters were looked upon with an atti- 
tude which displayed a feeling of if you don’t pay any 
attention to it, then it will probably go away. 

With such an attitude, the problem was allowed to 
amplify, with the result that erosion of the environment 
kept creeping upon us, until now it is a monumental pro- 

: blem. 

A ' The various problems — pollution, smoke, dust, pesti- 
cides, oil slicked oceans, etc. — have been reduced to one 
word ecology. 

Properly defined, the word means that branch of biology 
which deals with the relations between living organisms 
and their environment. 

It is a small word with considerable meaning to this 
modern world. 

Man, with all his scientific advances, somehow, forgot 
the environment in which they would be placed. 

He scuttled natural resources by polluting rivers, in- 
vented modern packaging, with no thought of how to dis- 


danger to wildlife. © 

Now, ‘suddenly, he finds himself faced with a problem 
created through his own genius. 

Andover has been a conservation-minded community for 
some time, and attentive to the problems of preserving 
land, aiming toward the solution to rid the area of polluted 
rivers and streams. 

This month, it will further expound the need for atten- 
tion to ecological problems, as conservation groups, 
Garden Clubs and Memorial Hall Library combine to pro- 
vide programs for all, pointing out how we have scarred 
nature and what can be done to correct the situation. 

It is an important and commendable effort being under- 
taken by these groups. 

This town, this state, this country, can no longer af- 
ford to sit back and let lethargy lead to choking ourselves. 

The time for action is now. 

The opportunity for awareness will be apparent this 
month. 

We hope it will prove advantageous. 


Safety Study 


Selectman Roger W. Collins this week proposed :that 
federal funds be sought for a complete traffic and safety 
study for the downtown area. 

The selectman extended the area; actually, asking that 
a study be made specifically for Main street, from Salem 
street to Shawsheen. 

The idea has particular merit. 

While there is considerable contention that Routes 93 
and 495 took through traffic off Main street, Route 28, 
there still is an abundance of motor vehicles using the 
thoroughfare daily. 

The thought was prompted by a request that the town 
ask the state to study the feasibility of placing stop and 
go traffic lights at the intersection of Morton and Main 
streets. ; 

This is but one dangerous intersection along the par- 
ticular stretch of roadway. 

The entire stretch of road, mentioned in the Collins 
proposal has high potential for hazard. 

Travelling from Salem street to Shawsheen, the motorist 
goes through the academy complex, residential areas, com- 
mercial and industrial sections. 

We can think of additional hazardous intersections along 
the way. Entrance and exit from commercial properties 
present problems. 

Contained within the stretch will be the public safety 
center, which is expected to have lights to be activated 
when emergency vehicles must enter the street. 

The Federal Highway Act of 1966, provides funds for 
such studies. Naturally, it would take some time to ex- 
amine the problem and come up with recommendations. 

The idea, however, seems to have considerable merit 
and hopefully, some action will be forthcoming.

Vision Screening Scheduled 


On Tuesday and Wednesday, April 
7 and 8, from 1 to 5 p.m. each 
day, the Andona Society will con- 
duct its annual free pre-school 
vision screening at the Christ 
church on Central street in An- 
dover. 

Community screening programs 
conducted in conjunction with the 
National Society for the Preven- 
tion of Blindness and the local 
Boards of Health have been help- 
ful in identifying many pre-school 
age children with vision problems 
which require treatment. 

The results of pre-school 
screening programs: show that 1 
in 20 children, ages 3 to 5, have 
a vision problem and about one- 
fifth of these have amblyopia. This 
is a condition of reduced or dim 
vision in an eye which appears to 
be normal, It is sometimes called 
‘lazy eye,”? and occurs when the 
two eyes do not see the same ob- 
ject. with the same degree of 
clarity. The poorer eye is not 
stimulated to develop or main- 
tain clearness of vision. 

Amblyopia usually is not caused 
by a disease process and can 
generally be corracted if dis- 
covered early enough. The con- 
dition may develop as the eye 
develops and, therefore, it is 
recommended that pre-school 
children be screened yearly. 

Many physicians are now giv- 
ing children simple visual acuity 
tests during routine examinations. 

Since the critical period in de- 
veloping acute vision is between 
the ages of 1 and 7, and the learn- 
ing ability of the eye falls off 
sharply after age 7, it is quite 
important that eye defects be dis- 
covered as early as possible to 
prevent permanent damage. It 
is estimated that 2 to 4 percent 
of the population of the United 
States is affected by this condi- 
tion, and it is a common cause of 
blindness throughout the world. 

Andona members professionally 
trained by the Massachusetts 
Society for the Prevention of Blind- 
ness will act as volunteer screen- 
ers. 

If ac hild’s performance indi- 
cates to a screener that a vision 


problem may exist, the parents will 
be notified in writing that a pro- 
fessional eye examination is nec- 
essary. 

Mrs. James Stamas is directing 
the screening sessions. She is 
being assisted by Mrs. Robert 
Tassinari and Mrs. Robert Mul- 
doon, 

It is hoped that any child who 
has not recently been given a 
visual acuity test by his doctor 
will be able to attend one of the 
two sessions.
